—that is to say, I -have resigned 
myself to what had to come sooner 
or later. I could do nothing. 
"My life has been a sad one for 
years.and now I am going out into 
the dark. There is no key to my 
future. 
I have lived in enforced 


retirement for a full year now and 
I shall live the life of a recluse 
lienceforward.

Says Michael Unconsolable. 


"My dear boy Michael was un- 
oonsolable when I told him what 
my Me is to be. I never saw despair 
written more deeply on the face 
of a child. I don't know where or 
how I shall be seeing him. That is 
my most profound sorrow." 
. King Carol, then crown prince, 
deserted Helen in 1922 for other 
loves, among whom was the red- 
headed Mme. Magda Lupescu. After 
his renunciation of his royal rights, 
Helen divorced him and led a life 
of seclusion. He returned to claim 
the throne in June, 1930, but Helen 
refused to be reconciled.

News of anti-Catholic agitation in 


Rome becomes more serious, espe- 
cially in the lipht of events in Mad- 
rid and other parts of Spain. The 
recent attack by fascists on a mail 
van carrying letters for Pope Pius, 
was followed yesterday by other 
demonstrations against students of 
Catholic institutions in Borne. 
Rioters surrounded the Catholic 


students' headquarters, stoning the 
building, breaking all windows up 
to the fifth floor. The police had 
been summoned, but the fascist stu- 
dents overwhelmed them. 


Windows were broken in other 
Catholic headquarters and the situ- 
ation is strained between the Italian 
government and the Vatican. 


Pope Pius, since early in March, 
has refused to receive Count De 
Vecchi, appointed 
by Mussolini, 
Italian ambassador to the Holy See. 


An absolute diplomatic break be- 
tween the Italian government and 
the pope's government of Vatican 
City is feared. 
Additional anxiety is caused in 
Catholic circles by the action ofc. 
Spain's republican government 
ordering the public registr;- to make 
an inventory of "all property hold- 
ings of Catholic religious orders in 
Spain." 
' 


It is feared in Catholic circles 
that this may be a prelude to con- 
fiscation, the enactment of a meas- 
ure to declare all property of re- 
ligious houses state property. 


Thirty-five thousand Spanish 


women have signed a protest against 
the recent burning of churches and 
convents in Spain, and a petition 
asking for compulsory teaching of 
Catholicism in all Spanish schools. 
The Spanish government 
has 


made no official reply as yet to the 
protest of Pope Pius against the 
destruction of Spanish

churches and other property.

NEW YORK, May 28— (fl-)— Am- 


bassador Don Manuel E. Malbran 
Of Argentina today told the national 
foreign trade convention that his 
country might be forced to embark 
on a high tariff policy in defense 
against the tariff barriers of the 
United States and other countries. 
Don Manuel emphasizes that Ar- 


gentina's economic health depends 
on the extent oL her export trade; 
and that the diminution of that 
trade may require her to protect 
and develop her own industry just 
as the United States tats done with 
high tariffs. 


"Then," he said, "you would lose 


a good market for your manufac- 
tures 
(I speak 
of the remote 
future), but in exchange you would 
gain 
our gratitude for having 


taught us to make use of high 
tariffs." 


Exports Decreasing. 


American exports to Argentina In 


1929 
represented more than 40 per 
cent of our total South American 
exports, the ambassador said, and 
the exports of the firstfthree months 
of 1931 have decreased about GO per 
cent from 1930, which in turn was 
39 per cent under 1929. 


Don Manuel called the United 
States tariff prohibitive rather than 
protective, jiiting that in the case 
of linseed the tariff had been 
changed upward twenty times— and 
that nevertheless the United, states 
produces less linseed today than 
she did in 1901 when the tariff was 
one-third as high. 


Discrimination Claimed. 
The ambassador said the presi- 
dent, working under the "flexible 
clause" could change rates when 
so advised by the tariff commission 
adding that "the truth is that Ar- 
gentine petitions to the commission 
have not met with the same good 
fortune in regard to celerity of pro- 
cedure as petitions regarding items 
coming from other countries. But

Parents Of Cortland 


Accident Victim 


i 
Get Award. 


Maximum death-compensation of 


$5,250, as provided by the Nebraska 
law, has been allowed by State 
Labor and Compensation Commis- 
sioner Matthews to Edwin and 
Ethel Young of Cortland, parents of 
Floyd Young, who lost his life in an 
accident during July, 1930. The 
award runs agains Smith Bros., a 
pipe line contracting firm, and its 
surety. Smith was crushed to death 
when a skid broke, permitting 
a 


heavy joint of pipe to fall upon him. 


Finding that the parents were his 


sole dependents and they received 
their support from his labor, the 
commissioner holds that they are 
entitled to receive $15 a week for 
350 weeks, with $150 additional for 
funeral expense. 
Because his claim was not filed 


within the time required by law 
a request for compensation raade by 
James C. Clary of Seneca against 
the R. &. Proudfit Co., his employer, 
is denied. He hurt his knee While at 
work in April, 1928, but kept on 
with his employment until the next 
September, when he became totally 
disabled. Supposing he had rheuma- 
tism, Clary let the matter rest until 
July, 1930, when he filed his petit- 
ion. It was more than a year too 
late. 
Charles Bartu, of Crete, employed 


by Edward Cekal, was injured Au- 
gust 27," 1930,'when a wheelbarrow of 
concrete got the better of his con- 
trol and he suffered injuries that 
totally disabled him from August 27, 
1930 
until March '9, 1931. The com- 
missioner awards him compensation, 
at the rate of $14 each week from 
the date of the accident, to and in- 
cluding the first day of March, 1931, 
together with'a medical charge of 
$36.50. 


Charlie Atwood, a carepnter, em- 


ployed by Prank Kammerlohr, -at 
McCook fell fell off a scaffold Au- 
gust 8,1930 and suffered injuries for 
which his employer paid him com- 
pensation of $15 each week for a 
period of 9 weeks, to the time when 
his disability ended Medical ex- 
penses were also-assumed by his em- 
ployer. The commissioner now finds 
that later injuries of which he com 
plains were not due to the accident 
he previously suffered and his peti- 
tion for further allowance is dis- 
missed. 


Joseph E. Beeson, employed at in- 
terior decorating and painting by 
the Masonic Temple association at 
Geneva, fell from a scaffold in Au- 
gust. 1930, and sustained a fracture 
of the right tibia. He has been paitl 
compensation for total disability by 
the insurance carriers from the date 
of the injury until January 5, 1931. 
The commissioner awards a contin- 
uance for the compensations of $15 
each week until his disability ends 
or until further order.

The "purpose of the organization 


was established in a resolution, as 
follows: 


"We, 
the railway employes of Lin- 


coln, Neb., are united for the pur- 
pose of advertising and promoting 
railway service, to bring about a 
better understanding between the 
public and railway employes, ior 
their mutual benefit, keeping»in 
mind that good will Is essential to 
both." 
In announcing the organization, 
Mr. Freeborn issued the following 
statement: 


"The railroad employes feel that 
the public generally, is not con- 
versant with the railroad situation. 
It was stated at this meeting that 
on one railroad alone, which in 1924 
on the Lincoln division, had on its 
payroll 2,500 employes, today has 
only 1,700. 


"The business depression is not 


wholly responsible for this condi-j 
tion—there are other agencies at 
work that have diverted business 
that heretofore has gone through 
railroad channels. The principal 
competitor in this respect is the 
automobile truck which is doing a 
commercial common carrier busi- 
ness on roads built and maintained 
by the public, whereas the railroads 
must own and maintain their own 
roadbed and in addition pay taxes 
on it, and therefore, in the opinion 
of the assembly, it Is considered un- 
fair competition."

Rifle-Makers' 


Methods Solve, 


Drilling Task 


HARTFORD, Conn.— 0*>) —The 


science of boring & rifle barrel has 
been brought to the t»»k of drill- 
Ing: the long hole_ in, autombile 
engine connecting-roda for supply- 
ing oU under pressure to the wrist 
pins. 
Half a dozen advantages affect- 
Ing manufacturer and owner, are 
claimed as a result of the develop- 
ment By the Pratt & Whitney com- 
pany of a new high-speed machine 
tool for this purpose. 
Through economic advantages In 
manufacture the machine is said to 
bring pressure oiling within remch 
of motor cars In every price class. 
"Rifle drilled rods" are said to 
reduce the tendency of wrist-pin 
knocks and the danger of rod 
breakage and pin failure. The ob- 
jective of pressure oiling is to in- 
crease the life of the auto by more 
complete lubrication. Cheaper up- 
keep is claimed. 
Drilling long holes in metal has 
always presented difficulties, 
for 
the ordinary tool breaks, clogs or 
•runs out through the side of the 
work. To meet this problem in rifle 
manufacture the Pratt & Whitney 
company developed the rifle drill- 
ing machine. Its principle is similar 
to the new device. 
, ,. , , 
The drill has no spiral, but has 
a deep groove on. the outside down 
its entire length. The center is 
hollow. 
During the drilling oil under 
high pressure is passed through the 
hollow part of the tool to the cut- 
ting point and returned along the 
groove on the outside. The oil keeps 
the point cool and carries off the 
chips.

"The use of alcohol," he states, 
"is generally conceded to be useless 
if not actually harmful in cases of

FARM TAXATION 
SHOWS INCREASE 


Morgan Furnishes U. S. 


Department Data On 


Lancaster Farms. 


The amount of real estate taxes 


on four widely separated Lancaster 
county farms from 1913 and 1930, is 
being sent by County Clerk Morgan, 
to Washington upon the request of 
the department of agriculture. Ac- 
cording to the letter from the de- 
partment to Mn Morgan, similar 
requests have Been made to every 
county clerk in the state. The de- 
partment wants to obtain more ac- 
curate data than is now available 
relative to the trend of tax 
in- 
creases on Nebraska farm property. 
For his report the county clerk 


selected the J. P. Bratt farm near 
Bennet, the Carl Andertbn farm 
near Walton, the, Charles Olson 
farm south of Davey, and the Alice 
Hollenbech farm in the vlcinltv of 
Denton. In addition to fulfilling 
the requirement cf being in widely 
separated parts of the county, cacti1 
larm is of the same size, 160 acres, 
and represents as nearly as possible 
typical Lancaster county farm land, 
Morgan believes. 


Trend Is Upward. 


While each farm shows individual 


(differences, the trend in real estate 
taxes as a general rule is steadily 
upwards, indicative of an ever-in- 
creasing value in Lancaster county 
farm real estate. Taxes on the Bratt 
farm are nearly five times what 
thev were in 1913. Those on the An- 
derioft farm have increased about 
one and one-half times. The Olson 
property shows a tripling of taxation 
during the seventeen years and the

Chemists Seek . 


A New Qas For 


Defense U. S. 


WASHINGTON—f&)—In a labor- 
atory at Edgewood arsenal, Mary- 
land, a little group of chemists are 
working on a project upon which 
in the opinion of 
some military 
leaders, the security Of the nation 
may stand or fall. 


This research organization, the 
only one of its kind in the United 
States, is seeking the best possible 
gas defense and 
offense for the 


army. 


Says Major Gen. Harry L. Gil- 
christ, chief of the chemical war- 
fare service: "If we are to protect 
against an enemy gas, it is neces- 
sary that we should know all these 
is to know about the offensive use 
of gas. I do not make any claims 
that chemical warfare alone will 
win a war, but I do insist that it is 
one of the most important, if not 
the most important, auxiliary." 
General Gilchrist says the pres- 


ent army gas mask is believed the 
best military mask in the world, 
but that its weight and bulk still 
are more for foot troops than is de- 
sirable. Development of masks suit- 
able for voice transmission and for 
use with optical instruments, such 
as range finders, is Bearing comple- 
tion. 
Nearly a third of the 
casualties 
in the American army during the 
World war were due to gas. Gen- 
eral Gilchrist says. In a large num- 
ber of cases It was found that the 
men would not put their masks on. 


As far as producing gases is con- 


cerned he believes there have been 
few improvements on the types used 
during the World war. He considers 
mustard "gas the most effective, and 
the devising- of ample protection 
against it is one of the biggest 
problems of the chemical service. 
Phosgene and chlorine, the two 
other important warfare gases, both

professor of physics of the University of Brussels, and 
assistant, Charles Kipfer. are back to earth again aft- 
er a peek at space from the eerie heights more than 
nine miles above the surface of the globs. 


For the minute, at least. Professor Piccard has cap- 


tured the imagination of the world. The'rarefied 
higher atmospheric areas which stretch into endless 
spaces have always captivated the human mind. The 
stars twinkling In the heavens, the moon and the sun, 
have been the subject of speculation always. The limit 
to which man can go in the skies and still live has 
cost innumerable lives. 


If authentic records establish the fact professor. 


Piccard and his assistant actually did ascend to* 52,- 
000 feet, they have traveled nearly two miles higher 
in the stratosphere which surrounds the earth than that the mounted police of Canada never give up the 
any human being has previously reached.

BATTLING THE CRIMINAL. 


No small amount of money has already been ex- 


pended in the apprehension of the men who are 
charged with robbing the Lincoln National bank and 
Trust company and the people of Lancaster county 
may as well make up their minds that much more 
will be spent before the entire gang is rounded up. 
But no better investment will ever have been made, 
and the suggestion said to have been made by one 
county official that the city, and not the county, 
should s'and the expense, is nothing short of ridicu- 
lous., 


Not only the city, but the county, the state and in 


fact the entire nation is interested In the suppression 
of such lawless mobs. They constitute a menace to 
organized society everywhere, and there should be no 
quibbling over the matter of expense in running them 
down and placing them where they belong. There 
has been good work done on this case, for the men 
who pulled the Lincoln job are not bush league crimi- 
nals. They belong to the elite of their profession, of 
unusual intelligence and unlimited resources. 


One trouble with the suppression of crime in this 


country has been the lack of continuity of effort 
toward the apprehension of malefactors. It Is said 


lem of constructing a hermetically sealed basket, 
which would safely carry them into the skies, re- 
quired calculation for which there was no guide. 
Professor Piccard selected aluminum because the 
metal itself is so light,'and because it is capable of 
resisting great pressure. 


No human being has been able to ascend on foot 


beyond a level of 28.500 feet. It was from this eleva- 
tion which Morton, the Oxford graduate, and his two 
assistants set forth on the last peg to the summit of 
Mount Everest, which lifts its icy peaks 29,002 feet* 
into the skies. They were moving slowly up those last 
502 feet of tortuous climb, hidden part of the time 
by the swirling mists which perpetually obscure the 
upper slopes of the mighty mountain, when suddenly 
they disappeared from sight. It may have been an 
avalanche which carried them into a yawning can- 
yon, or they may have continued onward to reach the 
summit and to die there. 


But to understand the - agony and the 
suffering 


which these scientists who are endeavoring to unlock 
the secrets of the skies endure, it is only necessary to 
read the "records of the Everest expeditions. Each 
step ahead was exquisite torture for heart and lungs. 
The feet weighed a million pounds. After a few feet 
had been covered it was necessary to recline on the 
rocks to rest until the strength had been recuperated. 
And they were equipped with oxygen tanks just the 
same as the balloonists. 
» 


But Professor Piccard had no such laborious efforts 


that befell Morton and his associates. His balloon 
carried him aloft, higher and higher. Within the se- 
curity of his sealed cabin, he could breathe the oxy- 
gen as freely as on earth. He .had his observations to 
make, his records to be prepared, and presumably he 
and his assistant took innumerable photographs. 
There was space and cold, a cold so stingingly bitter 
it could not be recorded.

experiment is a notable contribution. It will confer 
nd material benefit, however. 


chase of one whom they set out to capture and the 
same is said of Scotland Yard officers. Our federal 
government has a record in this respect far superior 
to that of state officers, one trouble with the latter 
being that they are changed so frequently. 


An instance of where the federal operatives succeed- 


ed'after years of effort was in the capture of the 
D'Autremont brothers who dynamited a train m Ore- 
gon'a number of years ago, killing two or three peo- 
ple and making away with a great amount of loot. 
Postal inspectors and secret service men kept on the 
trail for years, finally landing all three of the broth- 
ers, one being found in the military service in the 
Philippines. 


The federal government spares neither trouble nor 


expense, and it is on this account that professional 
bandits in almost all cases avoid robbing postoffices 
or other federal depositories. On the other hand 
many counties are niggardly and their officials have 
so much else to do that they cannot devote the time 
required to hunt down mscreants who may; be hun- 
dreds of miles away before the chase is fairly started. 


There has been splendid co-operation in the Lin- 


coln case, and the ultimate cost to the county will be 
trivial in comparison with the results attained. The 
crime situation isi the greatest problem facing the 
American people today, aside from the depression,, 
which is admittedly transient. It therefore calls for 
the most liberal appropriations in combatting it.'

A CLASS TAX.

Secretary Mellon's criticism of the income tax as it 


is now applied in America is that it is a class tax. 
More are exempt from contributing to the federal 
coffers than pay, according to the latest figures, to 
that sense. Mr. Mellon is strictly correct. It does ulace 
the burden upon those presumably best able to pay. 
The man and woman of small income are exempt; 
those who" receive larger incomes pay 
accordingly. 


The tax is graduated so that the heaviest burden 
falls upon the shoulders of those of the largest 
wealth. 


Yet Mr. Mellon overlooks another popular theory 


of taxation. 


Simply stated it is that taxes should be paid by 


those best able to pay them. The reasoning back of 
It is appealing. The man of large interests gets more 
from his government. He has property to protect 
against theft and despoliation and to safeguard 
against fire. He is in fact the moit interested in 
the preservation of government. 


The income tax has been subjected to criticism but 


when equitably applied it has been recognized gen- 
erally as the most fair and just system by which the 
necessary revenues of government can be raised. The 
question In connection with it at this time is raised 
because a huge deficit has accumulated ad it will be 
necessary to revise the rates drastically in order to 
provide for the emergency. Mr. Mellon seizes "upon 
this opportunity to point out that in periods of de- 
pression, the plan -will not produce the needed reve- 
nues. As a result of the generous exemptions under 
it, the average wage earner is not contributing a pen- 
ny to the support of the government at Washington. 
In the higher brackets, the revenue is sharply de- 
creased because earnings and returns from Invest- 
ments have been greatly diminished. Mr. Mellon as-

You frequently hear the remark 
that John is a born mechanic or a 
born trader, as the case may be 
Provided that is a sound judgme 
undeflected by a parental fondni 
it should be a fairly sure guide to 
selecting a vocation. Certainly there 
is little use in forcing a boy against 
his 'general bent or In sending him 
to college when Tie should be in a 
machine shop or a store, simply be- 
cause some social distinction is sup- 
posed to "belong to a college grad- 
uate. This in essence is snobber; 
and only postpones the boy's Jife 
service and peace of mind. TJnfor 
tunately it is an attitude taken by 
parents who attach a fictitious 1m 
portance to higher education, de- 
spite the fact that it dees not and 
cannot educate nonreceptive brains 


Second, by the prompt use of op 
portunities. Numberless youths wh 
wanted to be lawyers or doctors o 
clergymen (there are not many o 
the latter today), may have foun 
the doors to these professions 
closed against them for various rea 
sons. But other openings confront 
ed them and they were more o 


ess compelled to seize them. The 
lutcome largely justified their in- 
-oluntary choice. For example, the 
great Darwin was intended for the 
medical and the -clerical callings. 
The first was his father's profes- 
sion. The second was his mother's 
desire for him. Undoubtedly he did 
better work for the world by choos- 
ing biology as his pursuit.

But here it is June—or almost.

And the municipal marriage bu- 
reau is wondering what kind of a 
June it is going to be, a lively one 
or a dull month like it was last 
year. 


Marriage License Counter. 


The marriage license bureau in 
the tall municipal building that 
looks down on the cooing doves 
(pigeons to you and me) in City 
Hall park is like the lobby of a 
bank. Except that chairs are pro- 
vided for the applicants.' 
At long tables sit couples who 


have crept hesitantly up a flight of 
stairs. Some of them, the younger 
ones, are still bashful as they fill 
out the forms. Others, nearer mid- 
dle-age, are more casual, their faces 
not so red. They look as though they 
had been there before. 


The form filled out, the man 
takes it to one of the bank-grilled 
windows to pay his fee of $2 and 
receive the fateful license.

There they find a waiting room, 
like that in a village depot, with 
several benches. By that time they 
usually jire pretty nervous.

Civil Marriage. 


When enough couples have gath- 
ered in the waiting room, the city 
marriage performer—J. J. McCor- 
mick, deputy city clerk—comes up- 
stairs from his other civic duties 
down below. 


It only takes him about two min- 


utes to Join a couple together until 
death or Reno doth them part. If 
Quite a few couples are waiting, he 
can do it in a little more than half 
a minute. His record is 156 mar- 
riages in one day. That was the last 
day before the draft. 


The daily average is 30 to 35 mar- 
riages. Three years ago it was about 
55 a day. 


The chapel is private. The couple 
and their witnesses — a paifof 
clerks serve, if no others are along 
—enter. They find themselves in a 
tiny room, containing two wooden 
chairs side by side, facing a plat- 
form.

The perfunctory ceremony over, 
the couple exits through another 
door.

—$2—and leave their license to be 
entered in a book.

County Attorney F. H- Richards has 
appealed to the District court Re- 
cently George Sampson was found 
not guilty of possession when evi- 
dence showed" that he had five 
quarts of beer in his basement. 
Justice Morns Cook held that this, 
under the law, was a "reasonable 
amount." The justice, who is an- 
sttorney, held that the law allows 
a man tc have a reasonable amount

Alleged to Have Violated 


Law in Stuart Bank

ditional charges involving banking 
irregularities today were filed here 
against John M. Flannigan, a for- 
mer president of the Nebraska 
Bankers association, and James G. 
Flannigan, in connection with their 
operation of the Citizens bank of 
Stuart, which closed December l, 
1930 
' 
The new charges Involve eleven 
counts, and were filed by County 
Attorney J. D. Cronin at the re- 
quest of the state banking authori- 
ties at Lincoln. Only one complaint 
was filed against each of the men. 
John M. Flannigan was president 
of the Stuart bank and James C. 
was vice president. 
Three counts charge that \the 


bankers paid deposits totaling $36,- 
000 to Horace Shank by transfer- 
ring notes after they knew the 
bank was insolvent. The other 
counts charge that certificates of 
deposits which were not due were 
paid to eight persons by the bank- 
ers by transferring notes. 
Three complaints recently were 


filed against the two men, involv- 
ing seventeen counts and charging 
they received deposits after they 
knew the bank was insolvent; that 
they made false entries and false 
reports of the state department of 
trade and commerce. They pleaded 
not guilty to the charges and were 
released on bond, $2,000 on each 
complaint, a total of $6,000 each. 
The date of their hearing has not 
been set.

The two men have not been ar- 
raigned on the new charges yet. 
John M. Flannigan is well known 
in Nebraska banking circles, hav- 
ing served as Nebraska representa- 
tive on the War Finance corpora 
tion.

As I sat with 
Princess A-l e x i E 
Obolensky at the

place in our dis- 
cussion of foods 
that are favorable 
to beauty. 
Strictly speaking, pastry Is not a 
beauty food.in the .same; class with 
spinach and carrots, for instance, 
which -from time immemorial we 
have been told "make rosy cheeks 
and-sparkling eyes.* I do not speak 
of it in that sense. 
The purpose 
in all these talks is to help you to 
see that all wholesome foods are 
permissible in moderation ./. none 
in excess . . and so it is with de- 
lectable, well-made pastries. There 
is no need to be spartan and deny 
ourselvss the good.'things of life, 
if we will but be sensible in our 
use-of them. 
If you love your. cake and pie, 
then be willing to sacrifice a -little 
something in order to enjoy them. 
Plan the rest of your menu intelli- 
gently so that its simplicity and its 
good measure of green food will off- 
set the'jichness of the "pastry. Place 
liberal portions of vegetables and 
fruit on the opposite scale and you 
will be able to have your cherry tart 
or-whipped-cream puff from time 
to time without thinking of conse- 
quences to .your complexion. 
. Pastries .are best 
-with a. light 
meal, a meatless meal, for example, 
or mid-afternoon tea on a day of 
strenuous shopping, when the eve- 
ning meal .has been pushed back 
several hours. 
When taking pastry with tea the 
better plan is to use lemon and 
little, if any, sweetening with the, 
beverage. This, too, in the interest 
of good balance. Observe this law 
in even the simplest menus and yojj 
will find your food is not only much 
more palatable but more healthful.

"^American sons and daughters are 
frequently exported for the final 
fillip in education. So, in the cul- 
inary world it has been with our 
most popular, vegetables. Born and 
reared on United States soil, experi- 
mentation with them m Europe has 
developed delicate nuances of taste 
Take that most fancied of all 
vegetable—the potato. 
There are 
several versions of its reception on 
European shores. Some claim that 
it was brought there by Sir Francis 
Drake, and that it received a cynical 
reception at English hands. Instead 
of cooking the toothsome tuber, the 
English tried to make edible the 
seeds . . . and with tragic results! 
'On the other hand, Harold Pat- 
tendon Bock of the Hotel Carlyle in 
New York—a man who has servec 
on the board of management of 
many smart European hotels—re- 
minds us that it might have been 
Parmentier, the French naturalist 
Who imported the potato to France 
At any rate, Mr. Bock tells us, the 
Irish for whom the white potato has 
been named were the last to receive 
its benefits. 
And Parmentier has a slight edge 
on Sir Francis for fame in connec- 
tion with the potato, for a delicious 
soup was named after him 
Another little known potato dish 
encountered by Mr Bock at the 
Meurice Hotel hi Pans Is lovingly 


served with named for a forgotten French cook 
Pomme de Terre Anna promises 
well. Try it and see how good it is 
Slice raw poatoes very thin and 
lay them pie-fashion in a-well but- 
tered round mold Put in one layer 
of potatoes, dot well with butter and 
seasoning and repeat five or six 
times. Cover the mold and bake in 
a hot oven for a hah* hour, turning 
constantly, toward the heat to en- 
sure even coloring.

And Meats 


When shopping for poultry val- 


ues, do not be misled by attractive 
prices, says one of the largest deal- 
ers in the New York market. There 
are definite earmarks that tell 
whether the fowl you are consider- 
ing is fresh killed or a storage 
bird. 
Fresh poultry advertises itself by 
its light, flesh-toned 
meat, the 
snowy color of its skin and the 
golden yellow of the fat showing 
through. This is true whether it be 
a white leghorn, a Rhode Island 
red of a darker beauty. 
On the other hand, the meat ol 
a cold storage duck or chicken is 
dark... even the bones are dark, 
and the fat, instead of glowing 
golden, is pale. r.nd sickly white. 
Price is regulated by size, largely 
In 
the market mentioned the 
fresh-killed 
3%-pound 
fowl 
is 
quoted at 38 cents per pound; 4 to 
5 pound chickens at 42 'cents; fric- 
asee chickens, 28 to 
35 cents. 
Fresh-killed broilers weighing Mi 
pounds are sold at $1.25 the pair 
... high.just now, of course. Nice 
fat Long: Island ducks weighing 
5 to 6 pounds (sufficiently for four 
or five persons) are to be had at 
30 cents the pound. 
There is .always a difference o'f 
5 to 6 cents or more between prices 
for fresh and cold storage po'ultry. 


Many do not know that a chuck 
rib roast, costing only 25 cents the 
pound, makes as good an oven 
roast as the true rib roast at 38 
to 40 cents. The same applies to 
short cuts of sirloin which at 40 
cents the pound are just as tender 
and fine in flavor as the flat-bone 
steak at 50 cents; the chief differ- 
ence is in size. 
Naturally these prices, .which are 
current for New York City and vi- 
cinity, cannot be considered as ap- 
plicable to all sections of the coun- 
try. But they make a good measur- 
ing, stick by which to judge our

-prices 
for concering

grades of poultry and different 
cuts of- meat.

The balloonists. lor whose safety 


fears had been held many hours, 
declared their trip-had been a suc- 
cess and estimated that thev had 
reached a height, of 52,500 feet, al- 
most ten miles, and a new altitude 
record. 


After eighteen hours and thirteen 
minutes in the air, swept by vary- 
ing currents over many vparts of 
south Europe, the adventurers land- 
ed safely and in good health at 
10:08 o'clock last night on a glacier 
above Ober GurgL

VIENNA, Austria. May 28 — (AP) 


— Word from the town of Soelden in.

said Prof. August Piccard's balloon 
had come down on the great Gurgl 
glacier and was lying near the 
Pirch shelter hut nearly 8,000 lest 
above sea level.

The bandits took Detective Davis'

The pair wa§ 
courteous rinring the ride, misnreat- 
ing neither of their "victims. 
When the car stopped, the leader 


made Zoller undress at the point:

his disrobing. When this was ac- 
complished Davis and Zoller were 
ordered to walk down the roa£ 
dose together. Returning later to 
the spot. Davis found his stick pin 
where he had unshed it into the 
road with his loot. 
Zoller told officers, that the ban- 
dits asked him to drive to 3202

Rail Commission Calls 


For Reduction In 
Freight Charges. 


Granting an emergency order 


which will permit the state and 
counties to benefit from 
gravel, rates on 
for; which bids 


highway 
will* be 


reduced 
projects

Friday, the state railway commis- 
sion made the first move Thurs- 
day towards lowered freight rates 
on carload lots of gravel. 
The emergency order, affecting 
thirteen gravel pits of eight com- 
panies, will be effective only until 
June 8. That is the date when the 
general hearing on the ^ommis- 
sion,'s order to all Nebraska rail- 
roads to show cause why gravel 
rates should not be reduced, will be 
heard. The hearing was deferred 
from June 5 to 8 to avoid any 
question .as to the commission hav- 
ing allowed proper number of 
days' notice. 
The reductions, ordered into ef- 


fect at once, were designed princi- 
pally as an aid in reducing high- 
way construction" costs. For the. 
most part it represents points for" 
which reductions were asked by 
the Burlington. 
The reduced rates ordered Thurs- 
day are not, however, limited to 
the points specified by the Burling- 
ton. All pits must be permitted the 
reduction, the commission ordered, 
from-each station where the reduc- 
tion was approved. 
The reductions amount to from 


30 to 33 1-3 per cent. It is gen- 
erally understood that the commis- 
sion hopes to make reductions of 
about 
that 
percentage 
general 
throughout the state 
from 
all 
gravel pits on railroads. If this is 
done following the June 8 hearing, 
it would amount to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars savings to 
Nebraska gravel shippers. 
The emergency order, commis-

The memorial carillon bells of 
First Plymouth Congregational 
church rang out into the misty 
morning air Thursday, plaj-ed by 
hand for the first time by Anton 
Brees, Belgian carillonneur who will 
present the dedicatory recital of the 
carllons Saturday afternoon and 
evening. 


Perched high in the tower at the 
instrument that operates the bells, 
Mr. Brees spent considerable time 
adjusting the bells before playing 
them for the first time. Repeated 
and intensive adjustment before 
every concert is necessary he ex- 
plained, because the yeather affects 
the wires that connect the clappers 
of the bells with the instrument, 
making them contract and expand. 
Expression that is made possible 


by the weight of the carillonnsur's 
touch was illustrated by Mr. Brees. 
He also said that the diversity of 
the compositions that can be per- 
formed on the instrument is exten- 
sive and showed some of the capa- 
bilities of the carfflcns of this type. 
The dignity and pomp of traditional 
hymns is beautifully portrayed on 
the instrument as well as classics 
of a. lighter vein. 


Keys Are Short Handles. 
In appearance the instrument is 


Quite similar to the nipe organ, hav- 
ing a key board played both with 
the hands and feet. The keys are 
short handles that are struck with 
the side of the hand and are ar- 
ranged in four octaves m the same 
order as the piano keyboard. The 
larger bells are played bv pedals 
that are operated by the feet. 


Mr. Brees was high m his praise 


of the bells and remarked repeated- 
ly of the beauty of their tone. The 
carillon bells were made by the John 
Taylor company in ioughborough, 
Bog., their installation being super- 
vised by Frank C. Godfrey from the

Taylor foundry, who has been in 
Lincoln for about six weeks and 
will remain here until after Mr. 
Brees' recital. 
The memeorial carillon bells are the 


only ones west of Ames, la., and 
are the largest off of the Atlantic 
coast. Mr. Brees has played the 
bells of the Bok singing tower of 
Lake Wales, Fla. and the largest set 
in the world., the Rockefeller caril- 
lon in New York City. He has 
been playing such bells all of his 
life, having been taught at an early 
age by his father. Gustaaf Brees, 
who was the carillonneur and or- 
ganist at the Antwerp cathedral 
Mr. Brees advised Lincoln people 


to stay at a distance when listening • 
to the recital, for when close the 
bells sound out of tune because of 
the over tones that are audible. 
Rev. Ben F. Wyland announced that' 
a body of national guards under 
Col. David C. Hilton will_be on 
hand to direct the traffic~during 
the concert Saturday. Major C. H. 
Berger will be in charge of the 
poHce that will handle the crowd. 
A district for a block around the 
church will be restricted from auto- 
mobiles. 


In discussing the bells Mr. Brees 
said that in Europe ths bells wars 
a civic instrument and were con- 
sidered the voice of the city. He 
also said that it was necessary for a 
carilloneour to have a general musi- 
cal education, before he could hope 
to play the bells Trith the expressive 
quality desired. Unlike other musi- 
cians the carilloneur does not see 
his audience, but plays to hearers 
that may be as far away as the 
tones of the giant bells are audible. 


Mr. Wilbur Chenoweth t>f Lincoln 
will-be the official carilloneur, hav- 
ing studied for the position in Eng- 
land.

FAMOUS COURSE 


Links Skirt Sea Shore, 
With Numerous Traps 


And Bunkers. 


OARNOUSTIE, Scotland, May 28 


—(AP)—Great stretches of sandy 
wastes, high sand dunes r^-j more 


land as the classic St. Andrews 
links. The modern history of the 
links goes back about a century, 
but local chroniclers insist they 
have evidence to prove the game 
was being played her u far back as 
1727. 


Bunkers and More Bunkers. 
The Carnoustie 1 iks are situated 
on natural seaside golfing land, 
stretching between the little village 
and Carnoustie bay, and are typical 
of the championship courses of 
Britain. A golfer recently described 
the course. "There are miles and 
miles of it," he said, "and thousands 
of bunkers." 
Most courses must be lengthened 


for championship play, but Car- 
noustie had to be shortened for the 
forthcoming event. 
Its natural 
length of 6.701 "arris has been re- 
duced to 6,680. Carnoustie, unlike 
most modern courses, is a "left to 
right" layout most of the way, with 
the out-of-bounds regions generally 
on the left side of the fairways. 
This Is calculated to give the slicers 
more confidence. 


Greeng Unsurpassed. 
,- 
Though there i#*-a world of 
trouble lurking on the fairways, the 
greens afford a haven for the golfer 
who sends his shots true. For size, 
beauty and texture of turf, com- 
bined with evenness of pace, they 
are unsurpassed anywhere in the 
world. 
Par for each nine of the "old 
course" is 30, with 3,328 yards go- 
ing out and 3,373 coming in. There 
are only three par-three holes on 
the course, and one of them, No. 16, 
measures 235 yards from tee to flag. 
What the layout has in abundance 
Is long par-four holes, with traps 
strewn freely about and tall grass 
and woods on either side. A poorly 
hit shot almost always is costly. 
Par-Fours In Abundance. 
Seven of the. first nine holes are 


of the par-four variety, with three 
of them stretching over 400 yards. 
There are five more on the way in, 
measuring 467, 428, 424, 406 and 352; 
yards. The longest hole on the 
course is the sixth, a dog-leg affair 
of 521 yards. The shortest is the 
par-three thirteenth of 135 yards. 


As on most English courses, every 
hole has a name all its own, Among 
the most colorful cognomens is the 
"Spectacles," as the fourteenth is 
known. The name Is taken from 
twin bunkers which guard the 
green and "which can be carried 
with two good shots. There also is 
the "south American" hole, No. 10; 
"Luckslap," No. 15; "Southward 
Ho!" No. 12; "Jockie's Burn," No. 3, 
and the "Plantation" Hole, No. 7.

During the past three years, when 
he has acted as secretary of the 
league under the late Ernest S. Bar- 
nard, he has won the admiration of 
American league club owners with 
quick thinking and efficiency. 
"They don't have to worry about 
Will Harridge," said Henry Ed- 
wards, head of the American league 
service bureau. 
"He^ doesn't say 
much, but he knows what he's talk- 
ing about. And he can wave the 
big stick when necessary."

Harridge is the third American 
league president and also the third
